THE BUSINESS SITUATION. 

It is a superficial view of the labor troubles 
that takes cognizance only of the noisy dem- 
onstrations of the men and their obstruction 
of business. These men are moved by forces 
of which many of them have but a dim con- 
sciousness, forces which neither they nor any 
other small body of persons set in operation 
and which grow out of the operation of well- 
known economic laws, It Is a period of ad- 
vancing prices, and the labor troubles are in- 
cidents and evidences of the advance. Busi- 
ness affairs began to get into a shape where 
a rise in commodities and securities was pos- 
sible early in 1885, and the movement has 
been going on ever since then, sometimes fit- 
fully and in a way to cause disturbance... 
sometimes attended by the foolish theories 
and acts of both laborers and capitalists, and 
sometimes with a temporary recession of the 
tide, but always toward a healthier, stronger, 
better trade. Wages must rise with other 
things, and the advance will be accompanied 
by disturbance, as it has almost invariably 
been in years past. The number of men who 
have the wisdom and the facilities to take 
advantage of these changes is small, but they 
win prizes that are worth the having. Jay 
Gould is one of those men. He saw the 
thunder-storm coming in the Southwest, and 
made ready his eayes-troughs and cisterns to 
Individuals 
and associations that foment disorder will be 
doing just what he wants them to do and in- 
juring themselves. While there is no doubt 
that the upward movement in wages is gen- 
eral, it does not follow that there will be 
outbreaks of violence elsewhere, There are 
plenty of employers who will see that an ad- 
vance is inevitable and will voluntarily, or 
on a suggestion from their employés, raise 
wages. 

The strikes have furnished an element in 
speculative operations which one class of 


ment in business began we have had the 
railroad, wars, the silver question, the ex- 


and then on Western Union, and they went 
down. Still there was no general demoraliza- 
tion. ‘The railroad pools are out of joint, 
and the operations of the coal syndicate pro- 
ceed slowly, but when the market goes off a 
little it touches a foundation which resists 
further depression, It is the confidence of 
the capitalists and the people in the future 
of trade. 

The money market is coming out of the 
many changes that have been made in the 
condition of business in a very satisfactory 
manner. The exports of gold have stopped 
in consequence of the increase in the ship- 
ments of our goods and securities, and there 
has of late been a large distribution of cur- 
rent money from New York to the interior 
towns. Meanwhile there was last week a 
great reduction ($11,000,000) in the deposit 
liabilities of the New York banks, with a 
considerable reduction in the loans, which 
places them on the road to such a gain in - 
strength _s will set at naught the pr 
of the wreckers that there was to be a panic 


in the market. The supply of quick 
capita}/will be-increased materially the Ist of 
the ist of May by the disburse- 


ments of the Government on account of in- 
terest and called bonds. Meanwhile rates 
are steady throughout the country at a 
range that ought to be fairly satisfactory to 
both borrowers and lenders. 

In mercantile trade there is no marked 
change except the embarrassment caused by 
the strikes. The demand for merchaudise 18 
remarkably good considering the fear many 
have had of a general outbreak of labor 
troubles. It has been apprehended that the 
advance in coal (which, it is believed, will 
amount to a dollar a ton by the ist of May) 
would lead to a slackening of operations by 
the iron men, but there is no evidence of 
such a curtailment yet, The various classes 
of iron are now selling well and at full prices. 
The insolvency list has shrunken to such a 
degree as to cut no figure in the situation. 


THE DECISION ON THE ELECTION 
LAW. 

The decision of the State Suprefhe Court 
on the question of the validity of the new 
Election law covers every point made by 
those who sought its overthrow. The decis- 
ion, except in so far as the contention that 
the law is local in its character, is concurred 
in by all the Supreme Court Judges. On all 
the points five of the seven Judges, two of 
them Democrats and three Republicans, pro- 
nounce the enactment. proof against every 
technical and other objection that could be 
raised. 

The decision leaves nothing to be desired 
on this point. The court holds that laws 
are general, not because they operate on 
every person in the State, tor they do not, 
but because every person who is brought 
within the relations and cirtumstances pro- 
vided for is affected by the laws.” So it is 
with the Election law. Its application is 
general and equal to those to whom it ap- 
plies. It applies, or will apply, in the same 
way to those cities and villages which may 
adopt it. The court points out that though 
the general incorporation act has not been 
adopted by every city in this State, yet it is 
held to be a general law. Its constitutional- 
ity and validity have been upheld by the Su- 
preme Court, and in thus upholding the in- 
corporation law another objection against the 
Election law—that, because it depended for its 
future effect on the vote of the people, it was 
therefore faulty—is met and disposed of. The 
general incorporation law, as far as it related 
to Chicago, for instance, was ‘allowed to lie 
dormant for years. Its application to Chi- 
cago after the lapse of years and after a vote 
of the people has been declared proper and 
constitutional. The fact that the Election 
law did not go into effect without being sub- 
mitted to a vote did not vitiate t. The 
opinion of the court on these points is of the 
greatest importance, and it is complete. 

The contention ‘that the law was in viola- 
tion of the Bill of Rights,” because under 
it elections would not be equal, is readily 
disposed of. “Equality” does not mean 
‘* uniformity,” as would appear from the ar- 
gument of the objectors. ‘‘ Elections are 
equal,” itis maintained, when the vote of 
every elector is equal in its influence upon 
the result to the vote of every other elector.“ 
It is the purpose of the law to establish such 
equality and not destroy it. 

The argument that the provision giving 
the County Conrt power to appoint the Com- 
missioners invalidated the act the court 
meets by quoting. from Sec. 18, Art. 6, of the 
Constitution, which provides that, besides 
the specific jurisdiction. set forth in the stat- 
ute concerning that court, it shall have 
“*such other jurisdiction as may be provided 
for by the general law.” This gave the Leg- 
islature wide discretion—a discretion which 
has been used not only concerning the ap- 
pointment of Election Commissioners but 
other appointments as well. This phase of 
the question. concerning the . judicial power 
had Jong ago been settled, when the appoint- 
ment of the South Park Commissioners by 
the Judges of the Circuit Court was up- 
held; also in the case of the appointment of 
election superyisors by the United States Su- 
preme Court. 

As to the objection based on the provision 
for the appointment of the Commissioners 
from the two leading political parties. That 
provision is merely directory to the Judge; 
but the court holds that it will strike the 
average mind as being eminently fair that 
votes should be counted by men who repre- 
sent both sides, not by men who represent 
one side only. And the provision does not 
necessarily mean that a third party shall be 
deprived of representation on the commission. 
This provision is on a par with the one re- 
quiring that the Commissioners shall be men 
of integrity. The County Judge must satisfy 
himself on these questions. from the general 
reputation which the Commissioners bear in the 
community in which they live. The technie- 

al objections of Messrs. Hurd and Moses as 
to the test oath are brushed aside as almost 
unworthy of attention. The only oath the 
Commissioners or judges are obliged to take 
is to obey the general laws of the State and 
the United States. That is not a test 
oath ” in any sense of the phrase. 

Those who fought the law based high 
hopes on what is known as the registration 
objection, taking great comfort from the no- 
torious Ohio and Michigan decisions. The 


court pays special attention to this pomt, and 


settles it in positive language. All the de- 
cisions of the court have been in favor of 
registration laws. The weight of authority 
is in favor of the power of the Legislature to 
pass such laws, and in point of fact such en- 
actments have existed in the State for twenty 
years without question as to their validity. 
They were passed in order to provide a mode 
of ascertaining who had the necessary qualifi- 
cations for voters. It is for the Legislature in 
its discretion to say how much time shall be 
allowed for that. . If it is proper to allow five 
days or one day, then the Legislature can prop- 
erly d the power to three weeks or one 
month, persons may suffer by making 
the period long, but laws are made for the 
good of the whole and not for the convenience 


held good, then most of ae tid wedi be 
declared unconstitutional. The court, ap- 
preciating the importance ot the voting priv- 
ilege, clearly inclines to the opinion that the 
period is not too long, though maintaining 
that it is scarcely within the province of the 
court to determine that. No good citizen 
should complain that the Jaw requires satis- 
factory proof as to the voting qualification, 
In the language of the court, The casting 
of a ballot is the exercise of a sovereignty.’ It 
is not therefore unreasonable that he who 
laims for himself this highest of all privi- 
eges should establish his right by satisfac- 
tory proof,” Nor is it unreasonable that he 
should, having furnished satisfactory proof 
himself, require that others should estabitsh 
in the same way their t to en. This 
right cannot be estab n a day. Reason- 
able time must v given for ii. When the 
ballot-box becomes the receptacle of fraudu- 


ent votes,” the ‘court says, “ the freedom 


and equality of electors are destroyed.” 
Thése are timely words. They appeal 
strongly at this time to the people of Chicago. 

The whole decision is one which will be 
read with genuine satisfaction by every good 
citizen. Sustained as it is in every point but 
one by the full court, and in all points by 
five Judges out of seven, against the technical 
objections raised by chronic and political 
searchers for legal flaws, the law must now 
stand, a barrier against fraud, against inva- 
sion of the highest privileges of the citizen if 
it is but interpreted in the spirit of its enact- 
ment and of the able and comprehensive de- 
cision rendered by Judge Magruder. 

In point of style, dignity, comprehensive- 
ness, and judicial acumen the decision will 
compére favorably with any that have been 
handéd down by the court of late years, As 
the maiden opinion of Cook County’s new 
Judge it will be read with great interest. It 
proves that the people of this Judicial Grand 
Division made no mistake when they elected 
Judge Magruder by a unanimous vote, 


EDMUNDS’ RESOLUTIONS ADOPTED. 

The adoption of the Edmunds resolutions 
is simply the formal protest of the Senate 
against the refusal of the President to fur- 
nish papers on file in the departments and 
relating to the suspension of Federal officials. 
The Senate has no power to compel the Pres- 
ident to comply with its demands, and if the 
Executive takes an arbitrary, unwarranted 
stand and refuses to perform a plain duty 
the only course left is to present the matter 
to the people by means ot a formal protest. 
The House has the sole power of Im- 
peachment, and this remedy is to be reserved 
for extreme cases of corrupt or treasonable 
wrongdoing, and doesnot apply where the 
President’s violation of duty arises from ig- 
norance of the law, obstinacy, or exagger- 
ated notions of self-importance. In such 
cases the Senate must be content with put- 
ting its protest on record and establishing a 
wholesome preeedent. The Senate has not 
been able tooverrule Mr. Cleveland, but it 
has put him before the country in a very 
discreditable attitude, and this example may 
stand for thé admonition of future Presi- 
dents who may be inclined toward arrogant 
and arbitrary assumptions of authority. 

The debate on the Edmunds resolutions 
was very prolix, but there were only three 
points which the people will regard as essen- 
tially important in the controversy with the 
President. In the first place Mr. Cleveland's 
claim that documents on hile in the depart- 
ments are his personal papers was evi- 
dently put forth in ignorance ot the 
provision of the Revised Statutes which 
imposes a heavy penalty on any per- 
son. who shall remove any documents 
or papers from the public files. They may 
be taken out temporarily for inspection, but 
it is a misdemeanor for any other person 
than the authorized custodian to attempt to 
take them into possession. So that in igno- 
rance of the law the President was led into 
claiming as private papers documents 
bearing the stamp of the Government and 
which he cannot attempt to take away with 
him when he retires from office without be- 
ing guilty of an offense punishable in the 
courts. The President’s second claim that 
he is responsible to the people and not to 
the Senate has been proved a hollow pre- 
tense. His ruling as to private papers” 
excludes the press and the people as well as 
the Senators from the privilege of in- 
specting documents relating to suspen- 
sions from office. Under Mr. Cleveland’s 
rule the official record in each case is to be 
kept secret and the public can gain no in- 
formation as to the character of the docu- 
ments on which the President acts, Mr. 
Cleveland has been victimized on several oc- 
casions by forged recommendations, and he 
ceNainly ought to see that when he puts the 
seal of secrecy on all such papers and keeps 
them from the light he encourages forgery 
as cn 1 of the agencies in office-hunting, In- 


no man can tell that his name has not 
been forged and attached to some libelous 
document, which after being acted upon is 
hidden among the private papers” of the 
President. But the most serious phase of 
the President's claim is that ne might apply 
the same doctrine to almost any class of pa- 
pers, and by withholding them from investi- 
gating committees could forestall all inquiry 
and screen corruption in any of the depart- 
ments. Mr. Oleveland’s claim, although 
absurd and opposed to the plain letter of the 
law, is of no great Importance at present, but 
if allowed -to pass unchallénged might be- 
come a very dangerous precedent hereafter. 
Mr. Cleveland may persist in his obstinate 
course if he sees fit, butin view of the action 
of the Senate no future President while yet 
a stranger to the duties of his office will care 
to display so much personal arrogance 
mingled with official ignorance of the statutes 
and of the precedents governing the execu- 
tive departments. 


ALDERMANIC 


SINKS OF. CORRUP- 
TION. 

There seems to be a general determination 
on the part of the taxpayers in some of the 
larger cities that the organized raids of cor- 
porate highwaymen on the people’s money 
shall be stopped. New York has madea 
good beginning. She has rendered it impos- 
sible for Aldermen to give away franchises 
worth millions of dollars without any cor- 
responding compensation to the city by or- 
dering them to be put up at auction to the 
highest bidder. This puts an end to the 
private auctionecring business of Aldermen, 
which was very lucrative, as they seorned 
commissions and pocketed the entire pro- 
ceeds of sales. The first gathering of the 
Aldermen after the Cantor bill became a 
law is said to have been a very mournful 
one, ahd th solemn silence a resolution was 
offered providing for methods of carrying 
out the law whith was referred to 
the Committee on Rallroads, of which 
Alderman Jaehne is a member. It is 
needless to sey that functionary was 
not in attendance, as he is at pres- 
ent occupying cell No. 48 i the Tombs, 
which shows gratifying progress also. The 
New York Herald says: The series of 
cells below him 1s called ‘Murderers’ Row’; 
opposit him is wife-murderer Carpenter; all

around him are thieves, swindlers, ruffians, 


ee eee 
swindling, and ruffianism. That man is a 
New York Alderman.” Several others of 
the 1884 Board of Aldermen have found New 
Vork City unhealthy. Some have skipped 
to Canada, others are sojourning in Florida, 
among them some who were common labor- 
ers when they went into the board, and in 
one year came out capitalists. Several others 
are preparing to go, for they fear that in a 


moment of weakness J Tike’ Tweed, 
may squéal, It is even that he has 
already made Im which case 


some may linger behind a little too long and 
find themselves behind prison bars. Jaehne 
at least has confessed to Inspector Byrnes 
that he never voted on a single railroad fran- 
chise without being paid for it. Is it likely 
that hie was the only wicked Alderman in 
that infamous gang ? 

Investigations of this sort are always 
catching. Success in one city inspires hope 
in others, The rapid progress which New 
York City is making in the reform of her 
Honorable Board of Aldermen has now 
aroused the taxpayers of Buffalo, and they, 
too, are demanding of the Legislature an 
order for the ‘investigation of their Common 
Council. It is freely charged that a large 
amount of bribe-money was used in securing 
from it the natural-gas grant. The Express 
of that city says: 


The Buffalo Common Council has for years b 


been reputed to be a sink ot corruptios. There 
are beyond doubt hundreds of men in Buffalo 
who know it to be so. It is hardly possible 
that an honest and earnest inquiry, backed by 
the power of a legisiative com mittee to send for 
persons and papers, to take testimony on oath, 
and to punish for contempt, can fall to un- 
earth that which should consign some number 
of unfaithful officials to durance. 

The demand has been made with such 
unanimity by the press and the people that 
it is not likely to be refused, and from all 
appearances there will be plenty of cor- 
ruption to investigate. The Buffalo Com- 
mon Council, however, is not the only 
„sink of corruption” in our large cities. 
There is another one right hére at home, 
and, as the Express says, are probably 
hundreds of men who know it,.some by ex- 
perience and others by evidence equally 
good. The only move Chicago has yet made 
towards the purification of her Council is the 
passage of an Election law which, if tax- 
payers do their duty, will prevent the te 
election of the perpetual Aldermen who have 
been fattening on corruption and want to 
get back again. It is possible for tax- 
payers to guard their interests in the 
future by putting up good and honest candi- 
dates and electing them, however difficult it 
may be to obtain compensation for the past. 
With the knowledge that for years there has 
been a gang of corrapt Aldermén bleeding the 
city, blackmailing corporations, and eating up 
the taxes, and witn the remedy in their own 
hands, it will be little less than criminal if 
the taxpayers do not apply it. After they 
have shut the door upon future stealing it will 
be time to investigate the sink of corruption 
in the past. When that time comes it is to be 
hoped some Inspector Byrnes may be found 
here with astuteness enough to elicit a con- 
tession from some one of the corporate high- 
waymen. ‘There is a good field for such 
labor, 


An American Foreign City. 

Chicago les to be considered a representative 
America city. If it is, then an American city is 
one in which the great bulk of the population is of 
foreign and unamertean birth, The Sixth Ward of 
Chicago is one of moe most popuious in the city, 
containing two years ago-64,876, or more than one- 
twelfth its people. The school census of that ward 
taken in 1884 shows as wonderful a gathering of 
people as worked on the Tower of Babel some cent- 
uries ago; and among these the Americans con- 
stitute a very hopeless minority, the smallest of 
any nationality. The Germans constitute 40 per 
dent of the population, the Bohemians 32 
pet cent. the Irish 12 per cent. the Poles 6 per 
cent, the Scandinavians 8 per cent, and the Ameri- 
can and English combiped ö per cent. If an allow- 
ance be made for the English and Scotch, and for 
persons born in América, but originally of tfor- 
eign descent, the population of this section of 
Chicago will show less than 2 per cent of persons 
of Anglo-Saxon origin. 

All these foreign people constitute important 
and valuable portions of the population of The 
City by the Lake. What we take exception to 
is Chicago's frequent claim to be a representative 
American town. It is a cosmopolitan city, made 
up of people from all quarters of the globe, and it 
will take many years for its population to become 
homogeneous by fusion. [How about New Orleans, 
made up chiefly of French. Spaniards, Creoles, and 
negroes. }—New Orleans Times Democrat, 

The population of the Fifth Ward is equally 
foreign. The said school census of 1884 re- 
ported as follows [American-born children 
of foreign families being counted as foreign- 
ers|: Total population 65,177, of whom 25,572 
were set down as Irish. 21,804 as Germans, 3,687 
as British, 3,153 as Scandinavians, 3,458 as Bo- 
hemians and Poles; and out of the whole 65,177 
only 6,051 are put down as Americans, one- 
eleventh of the total. In the Fifteenth Ward, 
out of 40,000 inhabitants but 5,851 are enumer- 
ated as Americans, while 27,166 are called Ger- 
mans, and 2,237 are Irish; and of 80,000 in the 
Sixteenth Ward oniy 4,101 are set down as 
Americans, while 21,818 are reporfed as Ger- 
mans, 1,667 Irish, and 1,433 Scandinavians. Of 
46.107 people in the Seventh Ward 4,179 are 
called Americans, to 20,189 Germans, 12,697 
Irish, and 13,227 other European nationalities. 
The Americans show up a little better in the 
Bignhth Ward, counting: 7,404 Im'a total 
of 41,200, the Germans numbering 8,206, 
the Irish 15,050, the British 2,300, the’ Bohe- 
mians 4,645, the French 2,443. The Seventeenta 
Ward, with 31,252 inhabitants, shows the 
Americans number 2,058, while the Irish count 
8,555, the Germans 6,035, and the Scandinavians

SILVER COINAGE. 


Some Extracts from a Recent Speech of 
Representative Rowell of Lilinois. 

Wasaineron, D. C., March 26.—The Hon. 
J. H. Rowell, member of Congress for the 
Bloomington district, delivered a speech in 
the House last week against suspending the 
coinage of silver, from which we take a few 
extracts. He scores several good points 
againts the goldbugs: 

Mr. Rowell—Let me return to the line of 
argument I was following, If thore were no 
debts there would be mo panics (that is an al- 
most impossible condition in a civilized na- 
tion), but so long as a third of a nation’s 
wealth is represented by its credits and out- 
standing contracts just so long will it be to the 
interest of the creditor to make money scarce, 
to limit its amount and 80 increase its power. 
But I take it the interest of the general public 
is best served when money is sufficiently

Gold flows in, silver flows out. 

Since we got down to a specie basis our gol 
coin bas increased by the amount produced by 
our mines over what has been coneumed in the 
arts and by the amount of our importations. 
Our silver coin bas increased by the whole 
coinage under the Bland act, and our power to 
safely float paper currency bas increased in a 
like ratio. 

Interest has fallen and property increased in 
value by reason of this increased cvinage, and, 
notwithstanding the diminished value of silver 
bullion, the silver dollar has maintained its 
piace at par with gold. 

We are constantiy told that this state of 
things cannot last; that money-owners will 
send their money abroad for investment to 
avoid the danger of a 4.44974 — that 
they will require gold payments in future con- 
tracts, and do a great many other terrible 
things if we do not heed their demands. 

Mr. Bayne, Pennsylvania (goldbug)—Now, I 
would ask my friend from Illinois if the situa- 
tion were such that the money-lenders were 
making contracts payabie in the future in gold 
coin, would he not deprecate that, as 1 do, as a 
great danger? 

Mr. Rowell—Yes, I would. I speak of it 
bere, if the gentieman will observe. 

Mr. Bayne (goidbug)—Now the fact is that in 
contracts—and a great many of them are being 
made this very day—mopey loaned on mort- 
gages, and other commercial contracts, the 
stipulation of such contracts is that they shall 
be paid in gold. 

Mr. Rowell—I have had some personal expe- 
rience in this regard. I recoliect shortly after 
the the close of the War that many money- 
lenders made five and ten year loans payabie 
in gold, and I reguviiect that when these con- 
tracts became due and they wanted to renew 
them they could not, but had to go round and 
beg the borrower that he would continue his 
loan by making an ordinary money contract. 
I know it to de true in that section of the 
country which I represent chat there are halt 
a dozen willing to lend a thousand dollars where 
there is one man who wants to borrow a thou- 
sand dollars if the security is satisfactory; and 
if you make money plentiful there is not such 
dange: of making bard contracts as when 
money is scarce. 


SCOTT AND MARCY. 


How They Were Reconciled in Washington. 

WasuinoTon, D. C., March 26.— The recon- 
ciliation between ex-Gov. Marcy and Gen. 
Scott occurred at my house.“ said Joseph C. 
G. Kennedy of this city today. He was found 
in his quaint office on Fifteenth street, just in 
the rearof Riggs’ bank, where he daily re- 
ceives the visits of tia friends. No citizen of 
the Capital has had a wider acquaintance witb 
public men during the last forty years than be. 
‘During jhe Mexican War Marcy, in the Sen- 
ate, had arraigned the commanding General in 
the most unmeasured terms. A degree of 
vitérness rarely felt between public men ex- 
isted. The friends of both parties took sides 
in the matter, and many personal encounters 
resulted. I arranged to give an evenmng 
party some time after to about twenty gentle- 
men. Gen. Scott had been invited. On 
the street in the afternoon before the affair 
came off I met Mr. marcy.

Organizer Mabony, who is the head centre of 
the new secret order of the Knights of Indus- 
try, talked yesterday to a Boston Herald re- 
porter about the latest movements of the or- 
ganization. 

The meeting,” said Mr. Mahony, “held 
‘Wednesday evening at the residence of Mr. N 
E. Chase, No. 13 Wainut street, was private, 
but we did considerable business of interest to 
the public. We formally inaugurated our first 
assembiy, and many old labor agitators signed 
the initiation pledge. Beside this, we elected 
several olfivers, created an executive council, 
and appointed our Chief Knight.“

Here are a few’ extracts from the imposing 
document M whnich the new Knights will seek 
to unite he surplus and undirected labor popu- 


inadequacy of the existing labor organi- 
zalions to perform the whole work of combin- 
ing, controlling, and directing the forces of 
productive industry to a common end is now 
universally admitted. The imperative need of 
a vigorous general association to promote the 
interests of labor in all its grades, and aid the 
work inaugurated by the Knights of Labor and 
other industrial unions, is a want which is felt 
by many of the oldest and abiest economic re- 
formers. 

Starting with a conviction of this necessity, 
the Knights of Industry purpose enrolling the 
names of all kinds of workers, whether of hand 
or brain, including the tiller of che soil, the day 
jaborer, the skilled mechanic, the clerk, the 
manager, the journalist, and the artist. 

To unite all workers and wisely control in- 
dustry in the direct interests of the whole peo- 
ple is the pivot from which the Knights of la- 
dustry will exert their powcr. 

“This preambie,” said Mr. Mahony, was 
adopted without a dissentient, and also our 
immediate objects, among which are the limit- 
ing of daily labor to eight hours; the equaliza- 
tion of wages paid to men and women; the pro- 
hibition of child labor in factories, mines, and 
mills, and the arbitration of ali disputes be- 
tween employers and ewployés. Of course, we 
have a numberof general objects, but I guesa,'’ 
observed Mr. Mahony, smiling, that many of 
these we shall hand down to industrial knights 
yet unborn. You see, we have ip view the en- 
tire regeneration of society, but we'll go for 
what we can get, and take it piecemeal. 

„Wat do you mean by directing industry 
to barmonious relations witb capitalists?"’ 

„Simply that the present competitive eystem 
is allke pernicious to the workers and the man- 
ufacturers. We shall regard labor as a whole. 
Any corrective action must be taken wisely. 
Hasty strikes and sudden lockouts are both 
reprehensible.” ‘ 

Is the work of organizing assemblies going 
on!“ 

We are moving slowly, and for some time 
the Knights of Industry will be burrowing, I 
might say in secret, but I dare say the Herald 
will manage to find out what we are doing.”

MORE DRESSED BEEF. 


The Scheme Being Put in Operation by the 
Northwest Dressed-Beef and Land Com- 


pany. [ 

Marquis de Mores was at the Palmer yester- 
day on his way to his ranch at Medora, Dak., 
to put into operation that end of the Nortu- 
west Dressed-Beef and Land Company recent- 
ly organized in New York, 

We have started off remarkably weil,” he 
said to a reporter for Tue Tannen, “and 
everything looks promising. When we are 
thoroughly in shape we shall kill from 100 to 
150 steers a day at Medora and ship the beef 
over the Northern Pacific, the Milwaukee & 
St. Paul, and, probably, the Merchants’ Dis 
patch, to New Y@&k in seven days—a run 
of 2,300 miles. In New York we shal) have 
about fifty retail shops located in the poorer por- 
tions of the city, where the beef will be sold at 
three cents a pound cheaper than the present 
prices. Hitherto the freight and profit bave 
been 140 per cent, or, to put it in figures, a 
steer worth on the ranch $32 to $34 bas sold at 
retail in New York at $80. The freigbt on the 
dressed beef is about $15, giving us ample 
margin.“ 

Po you not fear the opposition of the New 
York trades unions?” 

„No. not when the people can get ten derloin 
and good roasts cheaper than they formerly 
bought the poorest cuts. We have purposely 
Jocated in the poorer districts to avoid the tips 
to stewards and other annoyances of the meat 
trade in the better quarters of the city,”

THE NATIONAL UNION LEAGUE. 


Meeting of Its National Council in Washing- 
ton—Resolutions in Favor of a Fair Ballot 
and an Honest Count. 

Wasuinoton, D. C., March 27.—The National 
Council of the Nationa! Union League held its 
annual session at the Ebbitt House in this city 
today. There wat a very full representation 
of States. Officers for the year were elected as 
follows: President, C. H. Grosvenor; Vice- 
Presidenta, William R. Chandier, Thomas R. 
Rich, James 8. Negley, J. 8. Robinson, L. C. 
Houk, J. E. O'Hara, C. A. Boutelle, B. X.

Clapp, and R. T. Van Horn made the following 
report, which was unanimously adopted: 

The National Council of the National Union 
League. assembled in Washington, March 27, 1886, 
hereby renews its deciaration of fidelity and devo- 
tion to the great political principles of the Kepub- 
lican party which caused its formation and have 
been developed and made triumphant during the 
twenty-four years in which it held National power. 
The control of the Presidential office, as well as 
the popular branch of Congress, has passed into 
the hands of the Democratic party, which strenu- 
ously opposed the Republican party, and every one 
of its principles and measures, every step of their 
progress. Nevertheless the Democratic party, with 
its powers thus enlarged, does not dare toattempt 
or propose, either by its President or in Con- 
gress, the formal condemnaiiih” or reversal 
of one single principle.or the repeal of one 
single meas ef legisi&tion which is the fruit of 
the long périod of Republican ascendency. The 
Re party is therefore to be congratulated 

this striking and unanswerable evidence of 
past wisdom and patriotism. This council, how- 
ever, takes occasion to declare that, while the 
Democratic party does not in terms take issue 
upon any one of the principles or distinctive acts 
of the Republican party, the Democratic organiza- 
tion does, in fact, assall and nullify the most im- 
portant principle of ali—namoly: the right of 
every citizen of the Republic to cast his ballot 
freely, without intimidation or harm, and to have 
it fairly and honestly counted and made effective. 
In the Southern States votes are suppressed 
by frauds whenever necessary to Demo- 
success by a system of po- 
litical murders, directed against colored 
and white citizens alike, but always against Repub- 
licans. The recent wanton and brutal massacre of 
colored men in an open court at Carrollton, Miss. 
is the latest of the demonstrations by which the 
actual Republican majority of 30,000 in Mississippi 
is overcome and the South made solid for the 
Democratic party. The council declares, there- 
fore, that the most imperative work of this organ- 
ization and of the patriotic citizens of the whole 
country should be directed against the suppres- 
sion or falsification of the suffrage in any part of 
the Union; and that it is indispensable to the lib- 
erty and the preservation of our free institutions 
that these labors should be continued until the free 
ballot, the right preservative of all rights, is no 
longer assailed by practices and crimes destruct- 
tve of popular government and disgraceful to civil- 
ization. ü 


Resolved, That the National Union League will 
for the present direct its principal efforts to secure 
a fair vote and an honest count of the ballots in 
all parts of the Nation and especially at the South, 
where the ballot has been largely suppressed.

IOWA LEGISLATURE, 


The Bill for a Department of Insurance 
Killed in the Senate—Woman Suffrage 
Scores a Point. 

Des Mores, Ia., Maren 27.—The Senate 
spent the forenoon in discussing Chambers’ 
joint resolution for an amendment to the Con- 
stitution granting women the right to vote. 
After a number of speeches the resolution was 
ordered engrossed—yeas 27, nays 17. Most of 
the afternoon session was spent on the bill es- 
tablishmg a separate department of insurance 
and banking, with a Commissioner at its head. 
After amending the bill so as to require that 
the Commissioner be elected by the people the 
Senate concluded to strike out all after the en- 
acting clause, and so defeated the bill. The 
Senate passed on third reading a bill allowing 
rallroads to condemn lands for the purpose of 
buildmg snow-fences the same as for other 
purposes now granted by law. The Senate aiso 
passed a bil! abolishing the office of Aasistant- 
Fish Commigsioner and making but one State 
hatchery, and that at Spirit Lake. The Com- 
mittee on Ways and Means introduced a bill 
for taxing telephone companies on the same 
basis as telegraph companies are now taxed. 

The House passed a bili requirmg railroad 
companies to maintain station houses and con- 
nections at points of intersection or crossing 
of two or more railways. The House Commit- 


tee on Railroads reported favorably a bill pro- 


viding that members of the Legislature and 
State officers shail not receive mileace when 
traveling on passes. The House passed a bill 
relating to County Superintendents, providing 
that in count es of less than 4,000 population 
the per diem shall not exceed per year; 
between 4,000 and 10,000 not exceed $800; be- 
tween 10,000 and 20,000 not exceed $1,000; and 
over 20,000 not exceed $1,500. The House 
passed a bill providing that druggists selling 
sulphate and other preparations of morphine 
shall put up the packages in paper labeled 
with a scariet label and white letters. The 
House ordered engrossed the pharmacy bill 
permitting registered druggists to sell liquors 
for purposes not forbidden by law. 

The Senate reported the appropriation bills 
today, substantially the same as the House 
bills already reported, but granting in the ag- 
gregate $22,500 lesa. 

The Senate by a unanimous vote passed a 
bill appropriating $100,000 for building an ad- 
ditional wmg to the Mount Pleasant Insane 
Hospital, 


THE BOW IN THE THIRTEENTH, 


An Explanation of the Trouble at the Pri- 
maries Friday. 

CaIcaGco, Mareh 28.—| Editor of The Trib- 
une. ]— The facts in regard to the reported row 
at the close of the polls in the Thirteenth Ward 
Friday evening are as follows: Mr. Landon 
assured bis friends that Mr. Williams, one of 
the Quirk judges of election, had promised him 
that some friend of his (Landon's) should be 
allowed inside the room to witness the canvass 
and count of the votes. After the polls closed 
Mr. Baird stepped up to the window and asked 
the judges if they would allow a representative 
of Mr. Landon inside to witness the count, 
and the judges said they would not. As the 
law says The votes shall be opened and 
counted in the presence of the bystand- 
ers,” Mr. Cleveland and others wished 
to maintain their rights under the law. 
The police opened the door and 8. R. Cleve- 
land, George MoGregor, J. R. Buchan, N. ob- 
inson, and P. J. Casey walked in. The police 
let Cleveland pass, but seized the others and 
put them out.
